IT WAS GROMYKO’S CAMPAIGN FOR WESTERN RECOGNITION OF COMMUNIST 
EAST GERMANY, IN FACT, THAT FIRST SPURRED HERTER TO LASH OUT. IN A 
MEETING AT THE PALACE’OF NATIONS DURING THE FIRST WEEK OF THE CONFERENCE 
HERTER LOOKED GROMYKO IN THE EYE AND TOLD HIM IN STRAIGHT SIMPLE 
LANGUAGE THAT GROMYKO WAS TRYING TO DELUDE PEOPLE WHEN HE SAID THE 
GERMAN RED REGIME WAS WINNING WESTERN ACCEPTANCE HERE. 

GROMYKO’S DRIVE ON RED GERMANY'S BEHALF PRODUCED AN ACTION A WEEK
